NAGASAKI. 


The following items are from the Nagasaki Express of May 4 :— 

The facilities afforded by the Japanese overland post between 
this port and Yedo are gradually leading to an increase of busi- 
ness in this useful department. At present some forty-five post- 
men are employed in conveying the daily mails between this and 
Osaka, and each travels over a distance of about five ri, but the 
question is now under consideration as to what will be the best 
means to be adopted to convey the mail bags when they exceed a 
weight beyond the capacity of man to carry. The grentest diffi- 
culty, we hear, is the bad state of the roads in thisisland, which 
prevents horses or vehicles being made use of in conducting the 
service. We recently paid a visit to the head office in Oto-Ha- 
katomachi, and found it internally fitted up on the model of the 
English one, with outside boxes for the reception of stamped 
letters. 

The recent arrival of 150 more of the natives deported from 
Urakami in 1870 is reported. They came overland at their own 
request instead of by sea. It is stated that they have renounced 
their religion and have gone back to their old one. The forty-one 
whose arrival by the steamer Chili we announced last week are re- 
ported by those who are best able to judge to have done the same 
thi 


ing. 

The Japanese authorities at this port have refused to grant the 
extension of time for receiving large numbers of ishius and 
nishius in payment of duties, and insist upon the limit being 
thirty days Pom the date of the Yokohama notification, and not 
thirty days from the date on which notice was given by them at 
this port. We believe that they refuse to agree to the eo, 
tary arrangement made at Yedo, on the grounds that they have 
not received any official intimation. 

The difficulties placed in the way of the P.M.S.8. Company taking 

ossession of, and building on the piece of land at Wantnohae 
fas at length been settled. It will be remembered that the offi- 
cials interfered and prevented the erection of coal-sheds and a 
jetty some time ago, pending a reference being made to Yedo, 
owing to the registration being in the name of the Company’s 
native employé. The reply has recently been received, and we 
hear that the Government will not grant permission to the Com- 
pany to build, but are willing to do it for them, and to rent them 
the premises. 

The British barque Serpent, from Tientsin, arrived with the first 
cargo of ice this season.

TIENTSIN, 

On the 30th April, the birthday of the Emperor of China, who 
is sixteen years of age, was celebrated by the Chinese gunboats, 
three in number, flying all their flags ,and the Oonsuls their 
holiday flags, and the Customs were closed. H.E. Le Hung- 
chang, the Viceroy of Chihli, inspected officially the three 
Chinese gunboats in port, and was saluted on going on board 
and leaving with three guns from each vessel and by the crews 
manning yards. In the Peking Gazette of 25th April the 
death of Juy Chang, one of the grand secretaries of state, is 
announced in an imperial edict. He was of Mongol descent and 
far advanced in years. There is a report that Chin, the Customs 
Taoutai at Tientsin, has asked for one month’s leave of absence on 
account of ill health. 

The country around Tientsin still remains flooded, and great 
mortality has occurred in the city, chiefly amongst young people, 
The Imperi in commissionor from Peking, named Ying, is 
to arrive. Formerly two commissioners were appointed, 
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but since the Viceroy has been appointed to Tientsin ha apte 94 
one of the commissioners. ue 
Messrs. Cordes, Meadows, Beveridge and Kieryllf have been 
elected a Municipal Council for twelve months. When the Council 
held their first meeting, Mr. John A, T. Meadows was elected 
chairman, Mr. M.G. Moore, Honorary Treasurer, and Mr. Au-

. SHANGHAI, 

Our advices extend to the 12}h May; there had been nq mail 
arrival from London since that of the P. and O. mail of March 22 
on the 3rd Mayr We take the following from the North China 
Herald :— 


The ratepayers’ meeting this year was a decided improvement 
on that of last. The ratepayers present seemed practically dis- 

sed, and much important work was quickly got through. 
There is no doubt that the quality of debate has improved in 
the Settlement. The meeting was held on the 6th May. The 
accounts, showing an excess of income over expenditure, during 
1871-72, of Tls. 8,619, were passed ; and the estimates for 1872- 
73, showing a revenue, including this balance, of Tls. 238,592, 
against an outlay of Tls. 237,606, were agreed to. The Council 
were authorised to erect a new bridge across the Soochow Creek, 
or to inaugurate a free ferry. They were also requested to make 
a bridge over the Hongkew Creek at the bottom of Seward-road. 
The tramway scheme was entertained, in so far that details are to 
be asked for. Negotiations are to be had with the Bund lot- 
holders for the surrender of the Foreshore; and the issue of 
debentures to meet the cost of extending the Foreshore was au- 
thorised. Plans for this scheme and for a new Soochow Creek 
bridge are to be submitted in three months. A proposal to 
prevent resident ratepayers being represented by proxy at public 
meetings was negatived. Tls. 4,000 were voted to pay Mr. 
Webb's claim on the old Volunteer corps. It was agreed to re- 
commend to the Foreign Ministers an alteration in Art. IX. of 
the Land Regulations, so as to permit the levying of dues on mer- 
chandise at the rate of one-tenth of one per cent. upon the 
average value of all goods of the same description. Rules are to 
be tramed for the regulation of carriage traffic in the settlement. 
In the course of the discussions Mr. Dent made a graceful refer- 
ence to Mr. Seward’s approaching departure. The testimony 
borne to Mr. Seward’s public spirit and energy were well deserved, 
and were peculiarly appropriate at the end of a meeting which he 
had conducted with much tact and judgment. In his capacity 
as senior Consul Mr. Seward has lately had to conduct much 
public business, and has done so with ability and discretion. The

A meeting of treaty Consuls was held on April 8, when Mr. 
’ Seward resigned the chair of Senior Consul on gacount of his ép- 
proaching departure from the Settlement. He is gueceeded in 
this capacity by the Italian Consul, M. Vignali. 
Admiral Shadwell came up to Shanghai on April 8 in the Sala- 
mis. The Jron Duke will remain at Woosung for 9 few daya, 
and is then likely to go to Japan. Admiral Shadwell, we believe, 
purposes to go north in the Salamis. : 
An extraordinary feat has just been performed by a Buddhist 
priest, with the view of raising money to build a temple at Soo- 
chow, whence the man had ceme on a begging expedition. With 
a devotion more than worthy of the cause, he resolved to stir up 
some interest, and cause money to flow in by an extraordina 
expedient. He announced among the Chinese that he would al- 
low himself to be locked up in a wooden box for seven days, during 
which period he would remain in an upright position, and without 
food or sleep. On the 8th April he was accordingly placed in a 
cage about 24 feet wide and 54 feet high, just sufficiently large 
to admit of him standing upright. The bottom of the cage was 
studded with nails, so that his feet should have space only 
between the nails sufficient for them to rest on, and a couple of 
slight bars in front formed g rest for his arms. The cage was a 
close one, with a few open bars near the bottom for the admis- 
sion of air; it was placed in a joss-room in Hoopeh-road, passin, 
in and out of which a crowd of people might ie seen day and 
night during the seven days, religious exercises being engaged in 
the while by the priests.

The Chess Club has received and 
accepted a challenge to play a game by correspondence, with 
Messrs. Jackson and Hogen, of Chefoo; and Messrs. Curgel and 
Mullins have been selected by the committee te represent the 
Club in this contest. 

A Hankow correspondent writes :—We are, I fear, to have a 
flood. The river is ten feet higher than it was last year, and is 
still rapidly rising. Rain has been frequent and heavy—if it 
does not cease, the tea must suffer. One or two musters of teas 
have been received. 

The following is from the Shanghai Courier :— 

At a meeting of Treaty Consuls the Report of an interview on 
the 23rd April, 1872, between the Inspector-General of Customs 
and a Committee of Consuls relative to exemption certificates 
was read. It is stated that the committee had communicated to 
Mr, Hart the substance of a letter addressed to the Senior Consul 
by the Chamber of Commerce, referring to the inconvenience 
which the mercantile and steam shipping interests of Shanghai 
sustained by the Customs Regulations with regard to exemption 
certificates on duty-paid foreign goods racexporied to Treaty ports, 
and inquired whether these regulations could not be so altered as 
to admit of the certificates in question being granted without the 
requirement of the Customs, from the applicants for them, of par- 
ticulars regarding the dates and an order of importation, which 
it is frequently impossible to furnish. 

Mr. Hart explained that the particulars in question are not 
necessary for the protection of the revenue, but go long as it is 
within the option of re-exporters to claim either a drawback or 
an exemption certificate, it will be incumbent upon the Customs, 
in order to keep their accounts, to insist upon detailed informa- 
tion being furnished. This ‘option, he further explained, does 
not resj upon a Treaty right, but was granted some years 9go, at 
the instance of the mercantile body. If the Chamber of Com- 
merce would inform the inspector-general that drawbacks would 
not be required in future, he, on the otker hand, would undertake 
to make representations to the Tsung-li Yamen, and to advocate 
the issue of exemption certificates to re-exporters of duty-paid 
foreign goods to Treaty ports, without requiring from them de- 
claration’ aa to the name of the impoxling vessel. 

The Lrl King has gone into dock to get thoroughly cleaned 
and overhauled, so as to prepare her for taking part with oredit 
jn the great ocean race of the year.

he frigate now in course of construction at Kaqu Chang- 
Meaou Arsenal is rapidly approaching completion ; she will be 
nearly, if not quite, of 3,000 tons burden. Naval men speak 
highly of her fine appearance. There is a rumour that she will 
visit Europe on some mission. 

A report has reached us that Mr. Baber, H.B.M.s Vice-Consul 
at Kiukiang, has been seyerely beaten by some Chinese when 
travelling inland. No details of the affair are given. 

The share speculators are adopting the tricks of their more ex- 

perienced brethren in the old country. A telegram was manu- 
factured stating that an American company had bought off Holt’s 
intended line of steamers for the Yangtsze. This caused a risq in 
the shares of the Union and 8.8.U. Companies. 
The excessive rates charged by the London life assurance com- 
panies has induced the fofmation of a local company at Shanghai ; 
arrangements are now ia progress by a committee of provisional 
directors. We hear that it is intended to combine a systém of 
anculties anda subscription fund for providing means for a run

HONG KONG. : 
Dates extend to the 18th May. The outward mail (P. and 0.) 
of 5th April artived on the 12th May." "" | . : 
A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 6th May, 
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at whip the Governor, the Hons. the Acting Chief Justice, Act- 
ing Colonial Secretary, Acting Attorney-General, Acting Colonial 
rregsurer, and Hons. P. Ryrie, H. Lowcock and James Grieg were 
present. The Governor said he wished before the Council pro- 
ceeded to business to make a few remarks upon a subject brought 
forward by the Hon. P. Ryrie at the last meeting—that of edu- 
cation. No data had been furnished upon which an estimate 
of the necessity of such a school as Mr. Ryrie alluded to could be 
based. For himself he thought that any scheme for the educa- 
tion of the middle-class children was premature. He had lately 
visited the Central School, and was quite satisfied that that insti- 
tution at least was doing a very good work. It might be that 
a school for those who could afford to pay was very desirable, but 
it was necessary to know the numbers of those who would send 
their children. Education was a subject upon which it was very 
difficult to get people to agree : the eternal denominational ques- 
tion was continually cropping up. If a meeting were called he 
would gladly attend, and as he had had a good deal of experience 
infeducational matters he might be able to give some useful infor- 
mation. Mr. Ryrie said he had intended to obtain the details 
H.E. mentioned either by circular or by personal visits, but his 
time had been too fully occupied. He should however now endea- 
your to carry out H.E.’s suggestion. He believed that, now the 
Qovernor’s views were known, the public would gladly respond. 

His Excellency then remarked that as the time of the members 
was, doubtless, valuable, he would now proceed to business. The 
first question was a vote of $950 for enclosing Possession Point ; 
The vote was carried. The next item was the sum of $2,200 for 
building a market at Showkewan. Upon this subject Mr. May 
thought that a committee should be appointed to fully inquire 
into the effects of the market system before any decision were 
come to. His Excellency suggested that Mr. May should propose 
the appointment of a committee as an amendment. Mr. Ryrie 
offered to second Mr. May’s motion, but the original vote was 
carried against the opposition of Messrs. May and Ryrie. A peti- 
tion of Cheong-Alum, the porter of the Government offices, was 
then read by the Colonial Secretary, setting forth that the appli- 
cant would prefer, in place of the pension voted at the last meet- 
ing, either the gratuity of S630, or $350 down and half pension ; 
the $630 were voted, Mr. Ryrie recording a dissentient vote. 

His Excellency then brought forward an ordinance fo amend the 
Criminal Procedure Law of the colony. The Acting Attorney-Ge- 
neral stated that the first idea of this ordinance arose from the 
Acting Chicf-Justice’s recent decision in a larceny case, where the 
value of the stolen property had not hcen stated. By the present 
criminal procedure enactment the principle of special juries in 
criminal cases was reco-nised, but the usefulness of that recogni- 
tion was much impaired by the jury ordinance, which limited cri- 
minal trials by special juries to cases other than treason or felony. 
The new ordinance provided that the Attorney-General might se- 
lect Crown cases to be tried by special jury, but that if a prisoner 
elected to be so tried he should pay for it, as the Crown had no 
funds to reimburse special juries in criminal cases. Another point 
dealt with was as to the locking up of jurors; the object was to 
prevent outside influence being used, and at home this might bea 
reasonable precaution, but it did not apply in Hong Kong. The 
only cases would be those of murder, generally Chinese cases, and 
it was not likely that such influence would be used in these cases. 
Therefore it was provided that the exemption should apply to all 
capital cases. The ordinance was read a second time, minus the 
clauses referring to special juries, which were reserved for future 
consideration.

The Daily Press says, at an early hour his Excellency the 
Governor held an inspection of the police force and the gaol. The 
men fell in and paraded before him, and it was fully expected he 
would give them some few words of encouragement, but we un- 
derstand he merely asked after the health of the force, though he 
was heard to remark to the Acting Colonial Secretary that it was 
the finest body of men he had ever seen to compose a police 
force. His Excellency then visited the gaol, and was highly 
pleased with the arrangements and cleanliness of that institution. 

We hail with much pleasure the improvement with regard to 
ascertaining the views of the public, which was made yesterday 
by H.E. Sir Arthur Kennedy, in his suggestion that a public meet- 
ing should be convened to discuss the question of the establish- 
ment of a middle-class school before the matter came before the 
Council, his Excellency promising to give the meeting the advan- 
tage of his experience during the discussion. Nothing can tend 
more to the efficient government of the Colony than the respect 
for the public wishes, of which Sir Arthur Kennedy has already 
given many satisfactory proofs.

THE PIECE GOODS GUILD. 

It has always been the case that charity comes from sincerity, 
and that charitable acts cannot be brought about by compulsion. 
Never has a purse been opened for charitable objects by the result 
of force or compulsion. e see in the Daily Press a false report 
that the Chinese Hospital compels our Guild to impose a subscrip- 
tion from our Brokers’ Brokerage. While perusing this article 
we were quite startled by its statements. The establishment of 
the hospital was a most benevolent act, and subscriptions in aid 
of the Institution are left entirely to one’s free will. The 
yearly subscription of over $700 from the Guild is a volun- 
tary contribution on our part, and is in no wise the 
result of compulsion on the part of the Hospital Oom- 
mittee. That body have, moreover, frequently said that in 
opening one’s purse in aid of a charitable object, the amounts, 
whether small or great, should be left to the subscribers them- 
selves. This clearly indicates that the hospital has been erected 
solely for the purpose of doing good, and is fair in all its actions ; 
how can it be said that it encourages secret designs to get sub- 
scriptions by force? The subscriptions by the different guilds, 
whether great or small, have all been given voluntarily and have 
been in proportion to the ability of the subscribers. That the 
statement in the Daily Press, that the hospital obtains subscrip- 
tions by force, is utterly false, is perfectly clear. As to the sources 
from which the subscriptions are to be raised, each individual 
guild takes its own measures, and it in no wise concerns the 
Hospital Committee. As to the deduction of brokerage in our guild, 
it is the rule of our trade ; it has nothing to do with the hospital. 
All tradesmen have their own rules of business, and nobody can be 
compelled to conform to them if he does not like. The brokers, 
with the full knowledge that such is the rule of our trade, can 
come to us for business if they like, and can go away if they do 
not. How can we take anything from them by force? It must 
be a thing wherein two parties agree before any transaction can 
take place ; what is there of compulsion ? Not only does the 
hospital carefully refrain from forcing people to subscribe, but our 
Guild also does not force people tv contribute. In uniting to do 
good the amount of subscription is left to the free will of every 
one ; you cannot persuade, and you cannot dissuade. This is a 
theory so plain that it must be evident even to women and chil- 
dren. Our Guild does not care to enter into any controversy, but 
with the statement of the Daily Press before us we cannot help 
strenuously contradicting it; how can we allow the good name of 
the benevolent hospital to be assailed in this manner? By those 
who are open to reason and to those who are liberal-minded our 
words will be admired. 

In Liebert v. The Chartered Bank of India, Australia and

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 


—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 27th May. The outward (P. and O.) mail 
of 19th April arrived on the 20th May. 

The Straits Times has the following :— 

As yesterday was set apart for the observance of Her Majesty's 
birthday, it was generally believed the occasion would be marked 
by a review of the troops on the Esplanade in accordance with 
the old and time-honoured custom. Such, however, was not the 
case, and had it not been for the gallant Singapore Volunteer 
Corps, who, with their band, paraded on the Esplanade in the 
afternoon, the day would have passed off without any military 
display whatever. The Volunteers turned out under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Buckley to the number of fifty-five all told, 
including the band, and marched down from the armory in North 
Bridge-road to the Esplanade, where they went through » series 
of manwuvres with a precision that showed the corps to 
have attained very considerable efficiency in drill—and the 
band, which though reduced in number, was yesterday five 
members short, acquitted itself very creditably indeed. After 
the parade, the corps marched back again to their armory. We 
hear the reason of there being no general review was that the 
number of men available for the purpose was too small—the force 
here being divided between the Tanglin Barracks and Fort Can- 
ping, and that only a few men could have been spared, who 
on their return would have almost immediately to go on duty to 
relieve guard. If this be true, it shows the colony to have at 
present very little military protection in return for its annual 
military contribution of £68,000; and though it has been all 
along asserted that the regiment will be reinforced by some 300 
men from England, we understand that the band of the regiment, 
which numbers about forty members, is to be reduced just one- 
half, which does not look as though the reinforcements were ex- 
pected soon. 

In the Straits Times for the 2lst May and 2nd July, 1870, 
there appeared particulars of the wreck of the coolie ship Lalia, 
off Anjer, and of the saving of the lives of about 500 Chinese 
coolies, through the fearless conduct of Mr. de Jong. pilot there. 
The New Batavia Handelsblad of the 8th May publishes the fol- 
lowing appeal to the public on behalf of the latter :—* It will be 
remembered that on the evening of the 21st April, 1870, the

The Japanese Embassy in America, by Charles lanman, Ameri- 
can Bectetary at Washington. Loudon Lonamans and Oo.—The 
publication of this book is most Spereyine: The general reader 
will now have an opportunity of gaining an intelligible know- 
ledge of this Embassy and its members, with their unpronounceable 
names, consisting of over one hundred persons, including five 
young ladies to be educated in America. The particulars of the 
journey from Yedo toSan Francisco, their reception by the city 
magnaces, as also at Sacramento, how they were snowed up 
at the Salt Lake en route to Washington, the magnificent wel- 
come given them by the Government and private individuals, and 
their visit to Congress, are all given in acompleteand pleasant man- 
ner. Of course a great deal of it has already been reported in eur 
own columns, but the convenience of bringing the whole into one 
record is of great practical utility. But this is not all; the author 
has given us an account of the progress of several Japanese who 
have been at various colleges, illustrated by their letters and 
essays, freely commenting on all they have seen of American 
character and institutions, extracts from which we will give in 
our next. We have never had so useful a description of any 
Oriental mission, and the author has conferred a great boon by 
its production. 

Stx Months in California. By J. G. Player Froud. London: 
Loxamans and Co.—This volume is dissimilar from many recent 
productions of a similar character, inasmuch as the reader, while 

rusing the author's interesting description, may gain valuable 

nowledge with regard to Californian industries and pursuits. 
Interspersed with amusing narratives illustrative of “ new Ameri- 
can” life and manners are terse and yet complete accounts of the 
geology,agricultural productions, api A and flora, of the country ; 
while three chapters are devoted to the Nevada and Grass Valley 
mines, and the manner in which they are worked. It is evident 
that the time passed by the author in California was not idly 
spent, and the vigorous style in which his experiences are nar- 
rated cannot fail to render the book interesting to every reader, be 
the object of his search information or amusement. 





EXTRACTS FROM DE BEAUVOIR’S YEDO, PEKING, &. 
THR FOREIGNER IN JAPAN.—I hope I may be wrong, but I sin- 
cerely believe that the Westerns have introduced here an element of 
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great trouble, and that the serious revolution amongst all classes in this 
country is in great measure our doing. Remember that thirty years 
ago Japan lived apart, happy and prosperous, under the laws of feudal- 
ism, which turned a political hierarchy into a sacred institution. Now 
acry of terror arises and spreads over all this land to disturb it. In 
the name of the civilisation of the West revolution is at the gates of 
Japan to give a blow which is all the more terrible that it is unlooked 
for, and that, without any preparation, the most oppogite elements of 
the middle ages and of our time will find themselves struggling toge- 
ther. So from China, whither the West first carried arms in the im- 
moral and degrading opium war, it has been necessary to come once 
again in the wake of England to bring trouble amidst a pieceful nation. 
It has been necessary, for the sake of furnishing a new and much-needed 
employment for the working classes, as well as for the merchant navy 
of the Queen of the Seas, for the sake of seeing the Manchester furnaces 
still smoking, for the suke of forcing a people who were sufficient for 
themselves to buy our produce, for all this it was necessary to force an 
entrance into Japan, make our will law, thrust our trade upon them, 
and say to a nation, ‘ We are the strongest, and in this century we do 
not allow a part of human society t9 isolate and cut itself off; we aro 
coming to force our friendship upon you.” 

THE Docks at YoxosKka.—The reason for the establishmont of 
this station is as follows :—In the midst of the agitation of the revolu- 
tion which shook Japan to its very heart, the Taikoun, after openly 
adopting the European side, saw his armies beaten hy those of the rebel 
Daimios. M. Roches, our Minister, cleverly profited by the occasion to 
propose to the Taikoun to introduce European instructors, who would 
render his army invincible. To Captain Chanoine ws confided the 
direction of this work. All these young Japanese officers are wildly 
enthusiastic, and, though it looks absurd when one sees them cutting 
off their pig-tails, decking themselves with metal buttons, and imploring 
the Taikoun and our officers to dress them in the most beautiful “ uni- 
forme Franze,” this eagerness also brings forth fruit in serious matters. 
They learn French with marvellous rapidity, and they work hard 
all day aud far into the night to study mechanics, geometry, and the 
theories of drilland firing. Yet we can very heartily congratulate M. 
Roches on having by this last effort carried French influence so far that 
itis already cleverly and happily established in Japan, having really 
mastered the situation, leaving England, America, and Holland far be- 
hind. I told you how it distressed us to have travelled over the world 
for thirteen months, skirting the shores of Indo-China and China, from 
Singapore to Peking, from the Equator to the Poles, without finding 
for France a position worthy of her; but here we may hold up our heads. 
It is with reason that the Japanese are called the Frenchmen of the East. 
This people have regularly fallen in love with us, and a happy succession 
of events have only strengthened that event for which we have shown how 
deeply grateful we are by the openness and support of our policy. Our 
triumph will be complete if we can add a fleet to the army and the 
arsenal, but the necessities of policy and a wise prudence have forced 
the Taikoun not to increase the exusperation of the English, round 
whom are grouped other jealous nations—the Dutch, the Germans, the 
Russians, and the Americans, The command of the fleet has been pro- 
mieed to soothe British irritation, but never will that service, of which 
they will only have a part, have the popularity, the enthusidsm, and 
the influence of our military station. 

SHOPPING IN JAPAN.—Presently, with the most careless air, we 
rummage amongst the shelves, and find a pretty lacquer-work cabinet. 
‘I konra” (how much)? Then the worthy man looks very solema, 
rubs, his eyes, frowns, and, after a play of great carnestocss, says, from 
the depths of his chest, and sadly, “ Ftay-yaek, jchibou” (two hun- 
dred bous) or ft fs worth about £2; then we sit down again, joke 
a little, and say ‘‘Alagigoto,” which means show me some other 
things, and then he spreads out hundreds of lovely things, always 
Yaughinz, and you should hear all the absurdities he bays. Upon that 
simple minds have given in, offer half the price, and even then they are 
fleeced of about £4. Clever peuple come back another day, dazzle the 
merchant by speaking of large purchases, then scem to change thejr 
minds altogether; then our friend sighs, and in a voice I cannot describe 
calls from the threshold of his house as you leave it ‘‘ Magotto, Magotto, 
Magotto, Nijioubou”’ (at the lowest price twenty bous) ; you return and 
again smoke and talk and drink; you take twelve bous from your pocket 
and place them in the merchant’s hand, who refuses them, prostrates 
himself and arranges his shop, but at last, at the end of two 
hours, just as you are really going, he calls you, and in despair 
throws to you for twelve bous the articles for which he had 
asked two hundred. You clap your hands three times; he 
cries, ‘‘ Irouchi,”’ and the bargain is concluded. Then the final cloud 
of anxiety disperses ; the laugher is your best friend ; he makes you 
come back into his house, packs up your purchase la charming little 
boxes with minute care, gives you cakes, trics to tempt you again, and 
everyone is delighted with his bargain. The English buyers never be- 
have like this. I have seen them pay seven and cight times dearer for 
certain articles than we do. They come in stiff as posts, with their 
white collars, remain proudly on the threshold of the shop, and con- 
sider it far beneath their dignity to bargain, pay heavily, looking with 
contempt upon the Japauese, with whom they never condescend to talk 
familiarly. No doubt it is not only our open policy, but quite as much 
the familiar ways of our nation, the abandov, the love of gaiety, and 
the lively and playful sides of our character, which has gained the sym- 
pathies of this nation of great children.

The Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant of the 23rd inst. contained a 
semi-official communication with reference to the Ministerial crisis. 
This Liberal leading paper stated that the King had charged Mr. G. de 
Vries, member of the Council of State, with the formation of a new 
Cabinet, and that Messrs. Brocx as Minister of Marine, and Gericke 
van Herwijnen (Foreign Affairs) had consented to resume their Port- 
folios, which they had resigne:d in consequence of the vote upon Mr. 
Blusse’s Income-tax Bill, The journal went on to express a hope that 
Mr. de Vries will succeed in finding the right men for the other Port- 
folios, But, up to to-day, rothing has transpired as to the re. 
maining appointments. It is of public wotoriety that My. de Vries 
is an eminent and talented man, but he has never filled a seat 
either in Parliament or in any Cabinet, suv that it is perhaps 
somewhat precipitate to say—as sume papers do—that he fs the 
right man to fill the place left vacant by the late lamented Me. 
Thorbecke. A mass of names are in circulation as his colleagues. 
That Mr. van Bosse will accept the portfolio of the financial depart- 
ment seems pretty certain, aul perhaps we shall see Mr, Franseu van de 
Putte or Mr. Mirdndolle a la tete of the Colonial Departinent. Th 
greatest difficulty, however, seems to be to find a Minister for War. 
The greatest confusion prevails with respect to the solution of the mili- 
tary question, and it is almost certain that whoever avcepts the port- 
folio will have to tesign go soon us his projects come under discussion 
in the Second Chamber, But besides this stuimbling-block there are 
many other questions of importance waiting for solution; and as the 
Liberal party is nach divided there are a good many, even amongst the 
Liberals, who wish fervently that « Conservative Cabinet had tried their 
hands at the Government. .

REFORM IN HONG KONG. 

THE post of Governor of Hong Kong is proverbially the 
reverse of a bed of roses. The population is more diver 
sified than any to be found, in so limited a space, in any 
other part of the world; the inhabitants of the ruling 
nationality form but a small proportion to the total number 
of residents ; the proximity to the mainland gives rise to 
endless disputes with the Chinese authorities, and the Colo- 
nial-office is always prepared to snub or praise, to cavil at or 
applaud, his Excellency the Governor, as the ever-shifting 
politics of the House of Commons may direct. Happy is 
the man, therefore, who taking up the reins of power finds 
himself in a position, on a question of importance, to act in 
accord with the various interests which it is hia duty to con- 
sider. Sucha man is Sir ARTHUR Kennepy at the present 
moment, and such a question is the suppression of the 
gambling-houses, Against the system inaugurated by the late 
Governor the inhabitants of Hong Kong have expostulated. 
The evils arising from it are so patent, and have of late been 
brought s0 prominently before them by the proceedings in the 

lice courts of the colony, that it is universally condemned 

y all sections of the community. The echo of these unani- 
mous complaints has been heard in the House of Commons, 
and the consequence has been that Sir AnrHuR KENNEDY 
was, on his arrival, able to announce in the Legislative 
Assembly that it had “been strongly impressed upon him 
“ by the Secretary of State for the Colonies on behalf of 
“ Her Masesty’s Government that gambling should be put 
“down.” Weare not surprised to hear that considerable 
satisfaction has been felt in the colony at this announce- 
ment. The speech in which it was conveyed to the Legis- 
lative Assembly was received with “applause.” and a depu- 
tation of the leading Chinamen in Hong Kong, expressed 
their satisfaction at the course which the new Governor told 
them he was authorised to pursue in this matter. 

The visit of the Chinese deputation to Sir AnrauR Ken- 
NEDY is a feature in Hong Kong politics which is worthy of 
notice. The Chinese residents in the colony so vastly out- 
number the European inhabitants, and the comfort and well- 
being of the latter are so dependent on the good offices of 
the former, while at the same time such a wide gulf, socially 
speaking, divides the one from the other that any attempt at 
arriving at a more intimate knowledge of each other’s wants 
aud aspirations should be encouraged. A hearty co-operation 
between the Government and the more respectable of the 
Chinese residents would put an end to many of the evils of 
which the foreign community with reason complain—not 
the least of which is the frequent failure of justice, owing to 
the practice, prevalent among the Chinese, of giving support 
and shelter to their criminal fellow-countrymen, and the 
impediments which exist in the way of obtaining informa- 
tion on subjects which are purely Chinese. Hitherto, al- 
though possessed of every information in its power, the 
Hong Kong Government has been compelled to remain in 
ignorance of many fraudulent conspiracies and unlawful op- 
pressions of which Chinamen have been made the victims 
by their own countrymen. Only lately it has been dis- 
covered that a complete system of levying black mail from 
the fishing boats of the colony has for some time been in 
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existence. By the last mail we have an account of 
the capture of one of these freebooting craft, on board of 
which were found a number of liceuse forms ready to be 
granted to fishing boats in exchange for the tax demanded. 
How long this nefarious trade might have been carried on 
but for its accidental discovery it is impossible to say ; but 
it is one which might long ago have been made known and 
suppressed were the Chinese more willing to co-operate with 
the English exeoutive. By taking the Chinese deputation 

so completely into his counsels Sir Anraur Kennepy has 

advanced an important step in the right direction, and it is 

much to be hoped that, with the suppression of gambling, 

and the increased confidence which will in consequence be 

felt by the respectable Chinese in the upright intentions of 

the Government, many of the vices which have followed in 

its train will receive their death-blow. 


THE EASTERN BILL OF LADING. 

THE committee of merchants trading to the East, which 
was elected to amend and settle the terms of Bills of Lading 
by steamers passing through the Suez Canal, has justified 
the confidence reposed in it, and vindicated the impartiality 
and moderation of the parties whose interests are most 
directly involved, by an exhaustive and conclusive report 
which we gave in our last. It is a dooument which, although 
necessarily somewhat lengthy, is evidently the production of 
experienced and earnest men ; it nas nothing of the “ Cir- 
cumlocution Office” about it, aud the mercantile body can- 
not but feel that they owe a lasting debt of gratitude to 
their representatives on this occasion. The amount of time 
and thought which has been expended on the subject by the 
chairman, Mr. MacanpREw, aud ,his coadjutors, must have 
been a severe tax on energies so much occupied as theirs, 
No doubt the services of these gentlemen will be formally 
recognised in due time ; for the present, however, there is 
no way in which the value of their labours can be so well 
acknowledged, or by which they can be made available for 
future good, as the unanimous and sted fast adhesion of all 
shippers to the principles enunciated in the report. With- 
out united action, however obvious may be the justice of 
the case, in the face of vested interests and narrow old- 
world policy, it will be difficult, if not impossible, to carry 
the reforms demanded. It is by unanimous and unoompro- 
mising co-operation alone that the well-considered provisions 
of the “new form” can be universally carried out. In 
order to attain the early settlement of this question it is 
only necessary for shippers to decline to send freight by any 
steamers where the Eastern Trade Bill of Lading is not re- 
cognised. The P. and O. and Messageries Companies are 
alluded to. The guieta non movere theory has long been 
discarded from mercantile enterprise as a fallacy, and at the 
late meeting of the P. and 0. Company there were evidences 
of a strong desire to “ move with the times.” The gain that 
would accrue to the first of the great companies to set the 
example can hardly be over-estimated, and not the least 
part of it would be the recognition by the mercantile world 
of the justice of the demands which are so moderately put 
forth. 

The report of the committee appointed by Lloyd's, to con- 
sider how far the clauses of the new Bill of Lading would 
affect the underwriters, has just been approved, and will be 
found in another column. This committee has also given 
long and anxious consideration to the subject as it affects 
their interests, and we are glad to see that they have been 
able to recommend a clause to be inserted in policies of 
insurance, which embodies pretty nearly all the requirements 
of the new Bill of Lading. The new Inward Bill of Lading 
form, our readers must bear in mind, is still unsettled, 
owing to differences between the committee and the ship 
owners, but these no doubt will be overcome in time. 


Mr. Ryrte deserves the thanks of the European residents 
at Hong Kong, for having brought under the notice of the 
Legislative Assembly the aubjeot of education in that Colony. 
For some time past the want of some cheap means of educa- 
tion for the sons of the less opulent members of the European 
community has been much felt. The expense of sending 
children for education to England is very considerable, and 
the number of European families in Hong Kong is now 80 
large, that the question of providing school accommodation on 
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the spot is one which is quite ripe for discussion. In reply 
to Mr. Rrrie's remarks, the opinion expressed by Sir ARTHUR 
KENNEDY, that it was “ the first duty of all and every Govern- 
ment to place education within the reach of all their sub- 
jects,” leads us to hope that the project will obtain his active 
support. The increase of the colony is quite such as to en- 
able the Government to lend its aid to works of public utility, 
and certainly there is no object more calculated to benefit 
the colony at large, and therefore more deserving of a public 
grant, than the establishment of an efficient system of edu- 
cation. 





Tue arrest of the French mail steamer Ava at Hong 
Kong by an order of the Admiralty Court, at the suit of 
the owners of the steamer Rona, was a most vexatious pro- 
ceeding, and indicates mismanagement and stupidity on the 
part of those concerned. That any necessity existed for 
carrying matters so far as to place a warrant in the hands 
of the sheriff for the arrest of the ship, while a responsible 
agent of the Messageries Maritimes was resident in Hong 
Kong, we cannot believe. The whole of these proceedings 
are rendered the more objectionable by the result of the 
action, viz., tbat the Ava was acquitted of all blame in the 
collision, and the owners of the Rona condemned in costs. 
As the steamers of the Messageries also carry British mails 
under the International Postal Convention, we understand 
that the matter is now under the consideration of our 
Government, and the Governor of Hong Kong will be in- 
structed in due course. 


WE learn from the Batavia Handelsblad that the ma- 
nagers of the Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company 
have applied for a concession to enable them to establish a 
line of steamers between Batavia, Adelaide, Melbourne, and 
Sydney. There is, we believe, no doubt that the Dutch Go- 
vernment will grant the annual subsidy of £12,000 asked 
for by the company, which sum may be termed trifling when 
the increased trade which would result from the establish- 
ment of the line is taken into consideration. 


Tus P. and O. steamer Delta (paddle), which leaves South- 
hampton on the 18th inst., with the Bombay mails, will pass 
through the Canal to Bombay, and afterwards proceed on to 
China, there to be employed in the Company’s Coast Service. 
It is probable that the Massilia, aleo a paddle steamer, will 
follow in two or three months. 


THE arrangements for the registration in London of the 
Bank of China, lately formed at Shanghai, have not yet been 
completed, and will, we understand, stand over until the 
arrival of Mr. Kina, one of the directors. 


EASTERN TRADE BILL OF LADING AND POLICY 
OF INSURANCE. 

The following Report was presented at a meeting of 
Underwriters held in the Library at Lloyd’s :— 

Immediately on their appointment the Committee placed themselves 
in communication with the Committee of Merchants, and it was 
agreed that the several exemptions from liability on the part of 
the shipowner, contained in the new Bill of Lading, should be by each 
Committee carefully considered in detail, with a view, in the first place, 
to ascertain precisely the wishes of the merchant, and then to consider 
the expediency and the method of complying with those wishes on the 
part of the underwriters. This was done, and several conferences took 
place between the two Committees; and the result is shortly expressed 
in the following memorandum :— 

The exemptions in the Bill of Lading referred to are found to be 
thirty-four in number, and may, for the present purpose, be divided 
into six classes, which it is agreed shall be distinguished by the letters 
A, B, C, D, E, and F. The following is a complete list of the exemp- 
tions, in which each is thus assigned to its own class :— 

A 1. The Act of God; 2, the Queen’s enemies; 8, pirates ; + 
robbers by land or sea; 5, restraint of ‘princes, rulers, or people; 6, 
loss or damage from machinery; 7, loss or damage from boilers or 
steam; 8, loss or damage from explosion; 9, loss or damage from 
heat; 10, loss or damage from fire on board, in hulk or craft, or on 
shore; 11, jettison; 12, barratry. 

B18. Any act, neglect, or default whatsoever, of pilot, master, or 
crew, in the management or navigation of the ship. 

A 14, And all and every the dangers and aceidents of the seas, rivers, 
and canals, and of navigation of whatever nature or kind are excepted. 

EB 15. The ship is not liable for insufficient packing, or reasonable 
wear and tcar of packages. 

E 16. For inaccuracies, obliteration, or absence of marks, numbers, 
address, or description of guods shipped. 

D 17. Leakage; 18, breakage; 19, losgor damage by dust from coal- 
ing on the voyage; 20, sweat; 21, rust; 22, decay. 
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E 28. Fines and expenses, and losses by detention of ship or cargo, 
caused by incorrect marking, or by incomplete or incorrect description 
of contents or weight, or of any other particulars required by the au- 
thorities at the port of discharge, upon either the packages or bills of 
lading, shall be borne by the owners uf the goods. 

A 24, The steamer, while detained at any port for the purpose of 
coaling, is at liberty to discharge and receive goods and passengers. 

D 25. The owners of this steamer will not be accountable for gold, 
silver, bullion, apecic, jewellery, precious stones, or precious metals, or 
beyond the amount of one hundred pounds for any one package, unless 
a aes of lading are signed for such goods, and the value declared 

erein. 

E 26. If medicinal fluids or any other goods of an inflammable, 
damaging, or dangerous natare are shipped without being previously 
declared and arranged for, they are liable, upun discovery, to be thrown 
overboard, and the loss will fall upon ‘the shippers or owners of such 
fluids or goods. 

C 27. The goods are to be discharged from the ship as soon as public 
intimation is given that she is ready to unload, and if not thereupon 
removed without dclay by the consignee, the master or agent is to be at 
liberty to land the same, or, if necessary, to discharge into hulk, laza- 
retto, or hired lighters, at the risk and expense of the owners of the 


F 28. In case of quarantine the goods may be discharged into quaran- 
tine depot, hulk, or other vessel, as required for tho ships’ despatch ; 
quarantine expenses upon the goods, of whatever nature or kind, shall 
be borne by the owners of the goods. 

F 29, In case of the blockade or interdict of the port of discharge, 
or if the entering of or discharging in the port shall be considered by 
the master unsafe, by reason of war or disturbances, the master may 
land the goods at the nearest safe and convenient port, at the expense 
and risk of the owners of the goods; and the ship's responsibility shall 
cease when the goods are so discharged into proper and safe keeping, 
the master giving immediate notice of the same to the consignees of the 
goods, 6o fur as they can be ascertained. 

E 30. The master or agent shall havea lien on the goods for payments 
made or liabilities incurred, in respect of any charges stipulated herein, 
to be borne by the owners of the goods. 

F 31. In case any part of the within goods cannot be found during 
the ship’s stay at the port of destination, they are,{when found, to be 
sent back by first steamer, at the ship’s risk and expense, and subject 
to any proved claim for loss of market. 

E 32. The ship shall not be liable for incorrect delivery, unless each 
package shall have been distinctly marked by the shippers before ship- 
ment, with the name of the port of destination. 

F 33. If prevented from discharging by weather, the goods may be 
taken on to the next convenient port for transhipment to their destinas 
tion, at the expense of the vessel, but at.the risk of the merchant. 

A 34. The goods to be transhipped at the expense of the vessel, but 
at the risk of the merchant, into a steamer bound to 

1, It is submitted that those marked A are covered by the ordinary 
form of policy, and so far as the loss shall be traceable to a peril of the 
sea, the only exception being of fire after the discharge of the goods, 
either on shore or into hulk, or other like place of deposit. 

2. That those marked B are also so covered, excepting that (B 13) 
the word ‘‘ management” it is agrecd cannot properly be construed to 
include stowage. 

8. That those marked C are also su covered, but it is agreed that the 
liability of the underwriter slall cease on the discharge of the goods 
from the ship, either on shore or into any place of deposit afloat. 

4. That those inarked D shall be borne by the shipper, unless they shall 
be incurred under a sea peril insured against. It is agreed, however, 
that auy mere enhancement of a sea damage covered by the policy, 
which may be traceable to coal dust (D 19), shall be borne by the 
underwriters. 

5. That those marked E shall be taken by the shipper in all cases, 
excepting (E 16) obliteration by a peril insured against. 

6. And that those marked F shall be provided for by a special clause, 
to be attached to the policy. 

The risks which the Merchants’ Committee seek to have covered by 
the policy being thus clearly distinguished, the labours of your Com- 
mittee were directed to the framing of a Clause adopted to afford the 
required security as to those brought within Class F. For this purpose 
the following Clause has been agreed upon, and it is approved by the 
Merchants’ Committee. 

“ The goods hereby insured being shipped under the Eastern Trade 
Bill of Lading No. , it is agreed that the terms of this 
policy shall apply to the following sea-perils therein referred to, in addi- 
tion to such risks as are already hereby covered :— 

‘*1, All deviation of voyage provided for in the said Bill of 
Lading, with any risk of land carriage incidental to the voyage. 

“2. Sailing with or without pilots, and any act, neglect, or default 
whatsvever of pilots, master, or crew, in the management or 
navigation of the ship, improper stowage excepted. 

3. All risks attending the goods by reason of their discharge 
into, retention at, and delivery from, any quarantine depot, 
afloat or ashore. 

‘+4, In case of the goods being carried on toa more distant port 
through stress of weather, or because they cannot be found, the 
marine risk of the additional voyage, as well as of the return 
voyage to their destined port, the assured agreeing to pay for 
such extra risk such premium as may be agreed upon.” 

The proviso that in the event of the voyage described in the policy 
being materially extended, an additional premium (to be agreed upon) 
shall be paid for the additional risk, has not obtained the support of 
Mr. Leathley and Mr. Natush—two of your committee—who con- 
sider this recommendation as objectionable on various grounds, and 
that the question of additional premium, whether there should be any 
at all, and if any, under what conditions payable, is not within 
the province of this committee to report upon, but is a matter for, 
the exclusive consideration of the underwriter in each instance

It is to be observed, however, that the words objected to are so placed 
that they can readily be expunged without affecticg in any degree the 
rest of the clause; that they only secure due consideration of the 
matter; and that, in view of the probability of the steam trade in the 
East, in the future, being largely extended, it is desirable to provide 
for a contingency which, if not very material now, may become one of 
considerable importance. On these grounds the other mombers of your 
committee have voted for the clause as it stands. 

Your committee now (with ihe exception above stated) recommend 
the proposed clause for general adoption, as a more of settling, with 
satisfaction to all parties concerned, the matters referred to your com- 
mittee.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 
(THE STANDARD.) 

Mr. Baillie Cochrane raised, in the question he addressed to Lord En- 
field in the House, and in the few observations with which he prefaced 
it, a subject of very coneiderable importance. The announcement 
made by the Suez Canal Company of its intention to increase the 
dues levied upon vessels using the Canal has caused much excitement 
amongst English shipowners, who, relying upon the maintenance of 
the original tariff, have entered with great spirit into the new trade 
to the East, and have expended a large amount of capital in the con- 
struction of vessels expressly calculated for it. The increased tariff 
would, they believe, make it impossible for them to compete with 
vessels taking the old and long route, or, at all events, would leave 
such 8 small margin of profit that the capital they have invested in 
the trade would be in large part sacrificed. It might have seemed 
doubtful whether the English Government would have had any right 
to interpose in such a matter, but the action the Porte has taken not 
only removes all difficulty on the point, but will probably prevent 
any realisation of the plans of the Canal Company. It may appear 
harsh to object to the owners of a highway levying tolls which will 
give them some return for their outlay ; but the Suez Canal was con- 
structed under very peculiar conditions, and the increase of rates now 
would be a gross breach of faith as regards those English shipowners 
who have invested such large sums in building vessels adapted for the 
traffic. The Porte has a perfect right to veto any such scheme as the 
Company seems to be bent upon, and the English Government may 
properly sustain.the Porte in its action. The Khedive is a shareholder 

the Canal. Indeed, it was practically built forthe larger part with his 
money. The Khedive is, therefore, not entirely disinterested in the 
matter, and it is but just that the Porte, very jealous in this matter of 
its authority, should intervene, and claim that any such serious changes 
as those now proposed should be submitted for its approval. 

A still more serious matter would be the claim of the French Go- 
vernment to jurisdiction in all questions between those who use the 
Canal and the Canal Company, if such a claim has really been asserted. 
That would be an attempt at usurpation of authority which would not 
be submitted to by any European Power. Lord Enfield had not heard 
of it, but promieed Inquiry into the matter, and we fancy that, with 
inquiry, the claim, if made at all, will evaporate. It is quite trne 
that the French Government is inclined to seek satisfaction for the 
humiliation France has suffered from Germany by the adoption of an 
arrogant tone towards weaker countries, and it is probable that if 
Eogland were to directly oppose herself to such a pretension M. 
Thiers would aseert it with great vehemence. But other countries 
than England are fortunately interested in the matter ; and whatever 
M. Thiers may desire, he will be anable to establish such a French 
pokera in Egypt as the attainment of such an end would give 

im. Lord Enfield knew nothing of any such pretension, and we are 
inclined to believe that none has been asserted. It is probable that 
the officials of the Canal Company have made menaces ef the kind, 
but they count for nothing except with the natives. The whole of 
Europe has an interest in the Canal, and will take care thatitis not ren- 
dered useless to Europe by any action of the French shareholders. 
The whole of Europe is pledged to defend the independence of Egypt 
asa part of the Turkieh Empire, and will not allow the French Go- 
vernment to aasume a power in Egypt which woald be fatal to that 
independence.

The report of the British Australian Telegraph Company has 
been issued. The South Australian Government Land Line, in- 
tended to connect the Cable Terminus at Port Darwin with Ade 
laide, and which was to be completed by the 31st December, re- 
mains still unfinished, and more than five months having now 
elapsed since the date agreed upon for completion, the directors, 
although desirous to give the Government every reasonable lati. 
tude in point of time, are of opinion that additional means of 
communication with the centres of commerce of Australia should 
be immediately provided, an alternative line from Port Darwin 
being considered necessary ; it is, therefore, recommended to lay a 
cable to the existing Queensland lines on the Gulf of Carpen- 
taria, and to raise for this purpose £320,000 Preference Stock in 
shares of £20 each, bearing interest at the rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum. Since this report a telegram has been received an- 
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nouncing a fracture of the Java and Port Darwin Cable, and the 
Company give notice that messages for Australia, New Zealand, 
and Tasmania should, for the present, be sent Post Galle. 


The report of the Assam Company, presented on Friday, 
recommends a dividend of 15 per cent., making, with the pre- 
vious distribution, 20 per cent. for the year, and leaving £2,524 
to be carried forward.

Rioz.—The demand for Rangoon for home consumption is fairly 
active at former prices, but the sales in bond show a slight decline, 
owing to there being an extensive stock, and but limited demand for 
export. The sales of the week have been 1,550 bags at $6,874 to 7.25 
currency, and 4,200 bags in bond at $3 to 3,12} gold. 

Sucar.—The market is quiet, but holders, as a rale, remain pretty 
firm, and offer the increasing stock eparingly, but in view of a strike in 
gome of the refineries, and a general demand for an increase of wages, 
there has been little disposition to purchase freely, and the business 
has, consequently, fallen off. There have been no sales of East India 
descriptions. 

Spices.—The market for most descriptions is firm. In Nutmegs 
there has been considerable movement, aome 600 cases Penang having 
changed hands on terms not made public. For a few days there was 
a pause in the demand for Cloves and Clove Stems, consequent upon 
the advanced and unusual high prices, but buyers now come forward 
more freely, and sales have been made of about 400 bales Cloves at 
194c, to 20c., and 500 ditto Clove Stems 9c. to 94c. For Mace there 
is rather a better feeling, though prices are without quotable change. 
Cassia is very dull. Pepper ia steady. We notice sales to the trade

to 86c.; all gold. 

Trn is still neglected, buyers holding off until the new tariff takes 
ffect. Straits is generally held at 38c. gold, but in the present 
pathy prices are wholly nominal.
